He 
is now confined to a bed which 
has had boards inserted under 
the mattress, to keep his back 
as straight as possible, and 
visitors can tell by his ap- 
pearance that he is in pain, 
although he d,es not whimper 
or seek sympathy.

New England Gas 

New England Gas, as was reported in this pa- 
per last week is sueing in court to have a ru- 
ling of the Wilmington Board of Appeals re- 
versed. It is not by any way of thinking sue ing 
the Town of Wilmington, and we would imagine 
that such a thought is furthest from the minds 
of the pegple who own and operate this company. 

The suit, of course, concerns the opinion 
which the board of Appeals gave on the appeal 
of New England Gas for the right to build in 
MiImang ton: 

will be up to the court tc make the de- 
cision. Generally speaking, a court is very 
much loathe to upset any decision by a local 
Board of Appeals, because the Courts almost 
always hold that a Board of Appeals is far more 
acquainted with the situation, being, as it 
were, Johnny-on-the-Spot. 

New England Gas did have a former decision 
in its favor. It has had a number of licenses 
which it has faithfully renewed during the per- 
iod of years which has passed since the former 
opinion was given. There is much to be said for 
it, but the hurdle it must surmount, as shown 
above is a difficult one 

The Gravel Pits 

Again we don't presume to have an opinion as 

to the outcane of this case. The Selectmen of 


Wilmington, acting as a Board have ruled that 
no gravel pit operator may sell gravel directly 
toan ait of town purchaser.

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ified their ruling with a proviso that it must 
be approved by the Town Counsel. 

We may be certain that our Town Counsel will 
rule well. We are fortunate in having an indiv- 
idual in that office who is extremely well 
grounded. 

Meanwhile, visible only to a small segment 
of the town is the smoke and fury of angry gra- 
vel pit qerators, who are inclined tc regard 
the ruling as giving two firms in town a mono- 
poly - the two firms that wash and screen sand 
and gravel. Because their product is processed 
they are not within the scope of the ruling. 
Because they can buy sand and gravel locally 
and sell it out of town they not only seem to 
have a mmopcdly, but they further seem to be 
directly negating the purpose of the Selectmens 
ruling. 

Such a position of course is not of the 
choice of the operators of the two firms in- 
volved, and there is no direct resentment a- 
gainst them. They are innocently put into the 
middle, and all cmcerned realize this. 

But the smdce and fury of some of our gravel 
pit operators has not abated, little though it 
may be seen by the general public. 

SHOOTING PERMITS 

A local rod and gun club found its Sunday 
shooting curtailed by the Selectmen last week. 
Our Board of Selectmen were, in our opinion 
entirely within their rights in making the ru- 
ling which has stopped this shooting. This we 
say in spite of the fact that we feel that the 
club involved was not. creating any hardship or 
nuisance, and that it has demonstrated a care- 
ful regard to the inherent dangers of shooting 
of weapons. 

Broadly speaking we are of the belief that a 
rod and gun club such as this should have a per 
mit to shoot, under safe circumstances. At the 
same time we are definitely against individuals 
doing any shooting, on their private property, 
as has often happened in this town, and as has 
happened since the ban was imposed last week. 
Shooting is a subject which will produce a 
reaction immediately. The Selectmen always find 
themselves on the spot, when the subject is 
discussed, and so do legitimate organizations. 
And there is no easy solution. 


A SLIGHTLY DIFFERENT RESULT 


The Selectmen of Wilmington trooped down to 
the Town Hall last Thursday evening, prepared 
tcdo and die for dear old Wilmington, or more 
specifically for the parking lots of Wilmington 

More specifically they were concerned with 
what used to be a parking lot, the old railroad 
yard near the Wilmingtm Grain and Building Ma- 
terials Company 

Miss Bessie Cohen, the lady who owns the 
cpmpany had an appeal before the Board of Ap- 
peals to erect a fence and do other things to 
the old parking lot, which was taken from the 
Town of Wilmington some time ago by its owners, 
the B& MRR. 

The taking of that lot of land had rankled 
the breasts of the various succeeding Selectmen 
of Wilmington. Hence the appearance of the pre- 
sent board - prepared to find ait why the park- 
ing lot was taken ‘away - and perhaps prepared 
t« fight it out pn a more extensive scene.’ 

Miss Cohen made everything clear. She had 
had control of the lot for over 20 years.’ She 
had agreed, many years ago, to an arrangement 
with the late Frank Dayton, for many years a 
Selectman of Wilmington, whereby the area would

The Boston & Maine Rail road 
has told the Tow of Wilming- 
ton that the cost of moving 
a set of signal lights on Sal- 
em Street would be $2100.

The Crane is Out 

Our spies, down at the Sunny- 
hurst Observation Platfom 
tell us that the AVCO crane 
which was mired in the mud has 
finally been rempved. 

It was an excellent object 
lesson, not only to the con- 
tractors, but, if the state 
will pay attention, to the De 
will pay attention, to the De- 
partment of Public Works as 
well, when the time comes to 
build Route 28, 

Where there are streams in 
Wilmington there is peat, Peat 
is a kind of soil that builds 
up over the years, in marshy 
ground, and it has, tc our way 
of thinking no principal as- 
set. Where there is peat in 
Wilmington, at these streams, 
it is generally about 60 feet 
deep. 

When the old Middlesex Canal 
was dug, (1793-1803) the eng- 
ineers ran into peat, at Lub- 
ber’s Brook, just below the 
cranberry bogs on Shawsheen 
Avenue. They tried to solve 
their problem by dumping in 
gravel, and by the time they 
had finished they called the 
meadow ‘sinking meadow a name 
it retains to this day.Col. 
Loammi Baldwin calculated that 
there was 66 feet of peat at 
that point, 

The state is going to have 
the same trouble when it tries 
tccross the Hundred Acre Mea- 
dow, down below Jenk’s Bridge. 
There is a well-substantiated 
story that a piece of railroad 
iron 48 feet long was once set 
on end in this meadow to act 
as a boundary mark - and it 
just disappeared - sunk right 
down into the peat. 

The AVCO recovering job of 
the crane was quite expensive, 
A road had to be built out to 
the crane, and then it was 
dismantled, We understand it 
cost pretty near $10,000 to 
get that crane out - at least 
that is a g ess by sqme of our 
engineer friends, 

To the credit of the operator 
of that crane, he didn’t want 
to go out there in the first 
place, and in the second place 
when he realized the crane was 
tipping over he swung his boom 
around to break the fall, and 
also prevent extra damage.
